The farm ers of west Texas have 
the droughts to contend with, they 
have years when they do not even 
g ft their seed back, yet those farm ­ 
ers, without all their drawbacks, Pave 
better homes, better schools, and live 
larger, fuller lives than do the farm ­ 
ers of this section. 
Why is this so? 
The reputation of the south for big 
hearted 
hospitality, 
and 
genuine 
friendliness is proverbial. 
One could 
not ask to live among a better class 
of people than those who dwell in the 
southland, yet these people are not 
making the progress, are not develop­ 
ing mentally, financially, nor spirit­ 
ually as they should. There is come- 
thing wrong in the method we do 
things. 
There is some cause 
that 
produces such a condition. 
Every true friend of the south’s will 
seek to learn the cause and correct a 
condition that is holding back a great 
people. 
There is no use to flatter ourselves 
with idle boasts, and if we are wise 
we will not shut our eyes to condi 
tions, nor turn a deaf ear to him 
who warns us. 
I t’s only our real friends who tell 
us of our faults to our faces. 
Our 
enemies flatter us to our faces and 
damn us to our backs. 
The real friends of the south are 
striving to learn the cause of the 
south’s backwardness and to bring 
about a correction of such causes. 
One of the causes why the southern 
farm er fails to prosper more in the 
south is due to the fact that condi­ 
tions have forced him 
to compete 
with the cheapest labor in the United 
States. 
For a long time it was thought that 
the cheap negro labor 
was a good 
thing for the south, and even today 
you will find a few who lament that 
negro labor has been one of the great­ 
est handicaps the south has had. 
Leaving aside all questions of the 
negro and considering the m atter 
purely from the white farm ers stand­ 
point, a little consideration will re­ 
sult in one realizing that the cheap 
negro labor has been a curse to the 
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his children out of school and in 
cotton field, must not the white farm ­ 
er do the same thing to meet this 
negro competition? 
The south must come to the point 
where it will be glad to see the negro 
get a high wage for his labor. 
Does 
it not mean higher wages for white 
men also? 
And 
therefore 
higher 
prices for what the south sells? 
And 
therefore more dollars for our m er­ 
chants, bankers, and all our business 
men ?

that the Russian peasantry constitutes 
> per cent of the population, and they 
have been in servitude in Russia for 
generation-, and were not liberated 
until within 55 years ago; and yet 
they were kept in economic servitude 
by the conditions that existed under 
the Tzar. 
"I have to tell you of the intolerable 
It moralizing, degrading influences by 
which the soldiery of Russia were 
ompelled to serve their time in the 
Russian army, just at the time when 
character was forming. 
During those 
five to seven years, thoee young men 
were forming habit* of vice and the 
lowest ideals of life. 
J have but to 
en intl you of the subjective condi­ 
tions which surrounded the industrial 
workers of Russia; 12 hours’ hard 
labor, and only a small stipend of not 
exceeding 67 cents us pay, per day. I 
have to tell you of the lack of any 
public school system, 
or educational 
system, which accounts for the 76 per 
nt of the illiteracy of that country; 
I have to refer but to the populace 
which bud no say in the government, 
and Which was entirely run by 5 per 
cent of the peoples of Russia. 
“I want to tell you, furthermore, 
that it was easy for the principal 6 
per cent to make a living, with the 
privileges that the government under 
the Tzar afforded those men; but the 
96 per cent of the manual laborers and 
other people- -for them it was a stone 
wall to huck against to make ends 
meet and to get their food and the 
necessaries of life. 
"This unrest was pent up in the 
hearts of these people for generations. 
The steel fist of the Tzar kept them 
j down. 
In 1906, they tried to hurst 
through the crust, at the time of the 
Ru-so Japanese war, but the Tzar’s 
j heel was too strong. This unrest, this 
dissatisfaction, however, existed, and 
it was n?t until 1917, when the Tzar 
fell from his throne, that this pimple 
saw the sunlight of freedom arising 
| above the horizon. 
At that time, 
' when this revolution bloke out, when 
I the Tzar fell, they stepped in and took 
up the reins of power—a provisional 


day they marched against the winter 
palace, and, of all that great army 
which Kerensky was leading before, of 
which he was the head, there was 
only a small regim ent of women that 
defended the winter palace.

of them fell, and the power fell into 
the hands of the bolshevik!.” 


FOR FARMERS TO READ 
Some years ago the United States 
departm ent of agriculture took a cen­ 
sus of farm ers in certain counties of 
Maryland and Pennsylvania to find 
how many read government bulletins 
and farm papers. The people of thesq 
counties were above the average in, 
intelligence and wrere fairly prosper­ 
ous. 
It was found that less than 
fifteen per cent read any kind of 
agricultural literature. 
Those who live in towns and cities, 
with free delivery or the postoffice 
near a t hand and with book stores and 
magazine stands available, 
do 
not 
realize just what the isolation of the 
farm really is. 
Generally the farm er 
has little tim e for reading, unless it 
is in the dead of winter, or when by 
reason of bad weather he is kept out 
of the field. If the road to town* is a 
bad one, he cannot read when he has 
the time because he cannot get th£ 
reading m atter. 
The road is like the 
man’s house with a hole in the roof. 
He did not patch the hole when the 
weather was good because he did not 
need it and he was busy elsewhere; 
he did not patch it when the weather 
was bad because it w’as raining. 
The rural mail delivery service has 
been a God-send to the farm ers and 
their families. 
It 
has made them 
citizens of the world. 
This service 
depends for its efficiency and regu­ 
larity upon the conditions 
of 
the 
roads.. 
If the road is good the farm ­ 
er can have his reading m atter w’hen 
he is able to make use of it, and 
through improved ways of communi­ 
cation his family begins to develop 
an interest in the community and in 
the great world from which, other­ 
wise, it is completely barred. 
There is no spur to mental growth 
so great as the opportunity to grow. 
To be in touch with the world every 
day in the year, is worth the added 
road tax, if the farm er should derive 
no other benefit from paying it. 
Good roads in Texas mean a great­ 
er Texas.

Nowhere 
else is so much farm labor done by 
women. 
Nowhere else are farm la­ 
borers housed in such 
disreputable 
building or so-called “homos.” 
What if someone says that 
it 
is 
largely negroes who work their chil­ 
dren in this way? 
Who work their 
women in this way? 
Who must live 
in such crowded slum-like cabins as 
has just been suggested? 
That fact does not alter the situa­ 
tion or affect the argum ent we are 
making. 
If the negro cotton farm er 
makes cotton under such conditions. 
the white cotton farm er 
must face 
and meet this low wage competition 
or go under. 
If the negro gets low 
wages, the white man is going to get 
low’ wages. 
So long as millions of 
negroes make cotton under the condi­ 
tions iust suggested, they are going 
to pull down cotton prices for all our 
white farm ers. 
Cotton has got to be made a profit­ 
able crop for men to grow. 
It has 
got to bring a price high enough to 
give the man who works on the farm 
as good return for his labor 
as 
he 
would get if he worked in a factory or 
a mine. 
It has never done this heretofore- — 
never, that is, for any considerable 
period of years considered together. 
It has been a low wage cro p lan d tho 
fight which faces us today is some­ 
thing more than merely to raise tim 
price of what cotton we have lof* 
from the 1918 crop, and tho price of 
what we may raise in 1919. 
The fight should be to secure per­ 
manently higher prices 
for 
cotton. 
That is to say, 
our 
determination 
should be to put cotton on a level with 
other crops in the m atter of wages 
paid labor 
for 
producing it. 
We 
should simply 
"go 
on 
a 
strike” 
against raising cotton cri the cheap 
labor, child labor, starvation basis of 
production hereto fort- obtaining.

W, M. Dutton of Chicago, auditor 
for the Hartford accident and indem­ 
nity company, Hartford, Conn., was 
shot to death in a room at the Milby 
hotel at 10:25 o'clock Sunday night, 
A few minutes later, C. A. Lowrance, 
a wealthy stockman of Yoakum, Tex­ 
as, walked from the hotel and surren­ 
dered to Patrolman John H. Fergu­ 
son, whom he met in the street. 
As Mr. Lowrance handed over the 
revolver he said, “I guess I have shot 
the wrong man.” 
According to hotel 
attaches six shots were fired. 
Two 
bullets bored through the door of Hr. 
Dutton’s room. 
According to Mr. Ixiwrance he had 
expected to find Dr. W. H. Walker of 
Yoakum in the room occupied bv Mr. 
Dutton. He told the police family a f­ 
fairs was the motive which led to the 
shooting.

(A. C. L O V E ) 
The Federal government has appropriated the enormous sum 
ol 
15,000,000 for the construction OI highways in t h e United 
! btales and this money is now available for ail Federal aid roads. 
11 exas will receive, as its portion, $16,000,000 of this money. The 
1 state highway department will have available, within the next 
two years, approximately $2,000,000, which together with the 
federal aid money will yield a total of $18,000,000 for combined 
state and federal aid. 
Under the rules of the state and federal departments this 
money can be expended only on the highways that are designated 
as part of the system of state highways. This system comprises 
about 18,000 miles, therefore an average of about $1,000 per 
mile is available from state and federal sources. 
On Saturday, April 19 the records of the state highway de- 
paitment showed that since January I about 70 of the counties 
iii Texas had already voted a total of approximately $32,000,000 
tor road construction. 
Based upon the replies to a question- 
aire sent the various counties, the highway department estimates 
that at least $50,000,000 additional will be voted within the next 
lew months. About 80 counties have not replied to the question- 
aire but it is safe to estimate that perhaps $20,000,000 more will 
he voted, making a grand total of about $100,000,000. Including 
the available state and federal aid there results the princely sum 
of $120,000,000. 
No state or federal aid is given or promised until the counties 
have their money available, therefore, the sooner any county 
votes its bonds the greater the likelihood that it will receive a 
portion of this state and federal money. 
The amount available 
from state and federal sources is limited and the livest and most 
progressive counties who have voted or who will vote their bond 
issue within the very near future are most likely to secure a 
greater portion of this mousy. 
As a business proposition, any 
county contemplating the improvement of its roads within the 
next few’ years is foolish not to take advantage of this opportunity 
to secure such aid as soon as possible and thereby increase the 
probability of securing a greater proportion. 
In Brazos county the Highway Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce states that $200,000 of state and federal aid may 
possibly be secured if the program outlined in its report is carried 
out. 
If the people of the county desire additional and better 
roads within the next few* years the question of a bond issue 
should be submitted to the voters immediately in order that our 
county may secure its just proportion of this state and federal 
aid. 
Too much stress cannot be laid upon the urgency of this 
matter, for whatever Brazos county receives will depend entirely 
upon how quick it acts. 


New York, April 29.—W hat is be­ 
ing done and what should be done 
in the United States to provide up-to- 
date highways and improve those al­ 
ready provided, was discussed by Col. 
Edward S. Cornell, secretary of the 
national highways protective society, 
which, since its organization in 1909, 
has kept in touch with the improved 
road situation throughout the country. 
“As the federal government,” said 
Colonel Cornell, 
“has 
appropriated 
$343,800,000 toward the building of 
substantial roads, the sum 
of such 
appropriation not to exceed $20,000 a 
mile of road built, 
all 
the 
states 
should take advantage of the oppor­ 
tunity by appropriating equal sums, 
cr more than their quota. 
By the 
Stites taking advantage of the gov­ 
ernm ent 
allotment, 
over 
$750,000 
should Le available for the building of 
standard permanent highways during 
the next three years. 
“At present, there are about 2,500,- 
000 miles of rural highways, 12 per 
cent are classed as im portant high­ 
ways, but up to the present not over 
1 per cent are so substantially built 
that they will carry medium truck 
traffic without excessive maintenance 
cost. 
Forty-four states already have 
established systems 
of 
main high­ 
ways, of a total mileage of 203,523. 
Many states are in about the same 
condition as Rhode Island; they have 
spent an enormous amount of money 
in road construction, and find now 
that only a very small proportion of 
these roads are fitted for commercial 
traffic. 
Waste of Appropriation. 
"The first $50,000,000 bond issue for 
the building of permanent roads in 
New York state was 
appropriated 
eight years ago, and there is hardly 
a mile of the roadway built under that 
appropriation in existence 
at this 
time. 
The state of Connecticut has 
had the same experience, as well as 
the state of New Jersey, and there­ 
fore these states are now building 
roads that are meeting the require­ 
ments of the present day service. The 
highways of today have got to be 
built as a commercial and business 
proposition, and consequently 
must 
be of the most up-to-date permanent 
type 
Commercial highways are 
a 
necessity for the development of the 
country, as well as for quick trans­ 
portation and for the lowering of the 
tost of living. 
„ „ 
“During 1917 anti 1918 there were 
LSO,OOO commercial trucks 
produced 
in the United States. 
The year 1919 
is being looked forward 
to as the 
greatest year in truck production, and 
inside of four years it is estimated 
that 2,000,000 trucks will be in use in 
this country, 
lf proper roads 
are 
built they can be used 365 days in the 
year. 
Based on an average sum of 
50 miles a day, and an average weight 
of two tons, we would have for 360 
days, 36,000 ton miles a year a truck, 
72,000,000,000 ton miles. 
Saving Estimated. 
It is estim ated that the average sav­ 
ing by the use of motor trucks over 
good hard-surfaced roads would be 
at least IO cents a ton mile, or u sav­ 
ing 
a 
year of 
$7,200,000. 
This 
saving wrould represent a lower cost 
in produce to the consumer. 
“These figures look big, and they 
are big, but they illustrate what can 
be done, if the highways of the United 
States are placed in proper condition. 
The life of a good concrete road 
.should be at least 20 years, and it 
would appear to me that this country 
could afford to spend unheard-of sums 
of money in the development of these 
highways if the money is put into 
roads which are 365 day roads, and 
which will last at least 20 years under 
motor truck traffic. 
Experts, 
both 
here and abroad, believe that the con­ 
crete road is good for much longer 
than 20 years, and that a 20-year limit 
is very low. 
“If proper roads are built, all of the 
above motor trucks can bo utilized as 
motor express lines 
in 
connection 
with railroads or with tho w ater­ 
ways.”

From W ednesday* Dally Ea^le 
Joe F. Howard was shot and wound­ 
ed in the fleshy part cf the thigh this 
morning by a pistol shot alleged to 
have been fired by Poundmaster W. 
L. W yatt. 
According to the statem ent of a 
young man who was an eye witness 
to the shooting, but who requests that 
his name be not divulged, a phone 
message came to the H aswell store 
about 9:30 o’clock this morning that 
W yatt had taken a cow belonging to 
Tyler Has well, and which had been 
staked on a vacant lot owned by Joe 
Saladiner and put it in the pound. 
Howard and this young man went 
to the pound to get the cow. 
“As we approached the pound, the 
young man states, “Joe Howard said 
to W yatt, ‘We have come to get that 
ccw that was staked on Saladiner’s lot 
and which you untied and put in the 
pound.’ 
, 
, 
“ With an oath. W yatt said that he 
did not untie the cow and that we 
could not get her.” 
“ Mr. Howard insisted that he would 
get the cow, saying, ‘I have not forgot 
about you taking my cow* yesterday, 
nor how you treated me.’ 
“Both men got angry and began to 
curse. 
Mr. Howard told VV yatt that 
he had as well resign his position as 
Mr. Haswell would see that he was 
fired. 
“W yatt said that he didn’t give a 
d 
for Haswell and the old s------ 
did not have enough influence to get 
him fired. 
“Joe then picked up a rock 
and 
W yatt ran off about 40 or 50 feet 
and jerked his pistol and fired tw*o 
or three shots into the air then fired 
one shot at Joe, hitting him in the 
thigh. W yatt then fired again at Joe, 
but did not hit him the second time. 
“Joe hollered not to shoot him again 
and some women screamed and then 
W yatt got on his horse 
and 
rode 
away.” 
W yatt in a statem ent directly after 
the shooting said th at he shot because 
Howard was “working on him,” so 
that he had to shoot. 
A fter consulting his attorney W yatt 
gave himself up and is being held in 
jail pending legal action. 
The doctor who dressed Howard’s 
wound said he did 
not 
think the 
wound would prove serious, but that 
Mr. How’ard was suffering from the 
shock to such an extent that ho could 
not say just how serious the wound 
would prove. 
About seven or eight 
years 
ago 
W yatt shot and wounded 
a negro 
named Henry, over a dispute about 
cotton seed. 
Much indignation was manifested 
this morning on the street among the 
business men of the city over the fact 
that a poundmaster was carrying a 
pistol, it being asserted that a pound­ 
m aster has no legal right to carry a 
pistol; that artillery is not necessary 
to the successful impounding of stray 
animala. 
It is stated city commissioners re­ 
cently refused W yatt permission to 
carry a pistol. 
At noon Mr. Howard was reported 
to be resting easy, and this evening 
the doctors expect to operate for the 
bullet, which lodged in Howard’s body. 
It is claimed by W yatt that the 
ccw was not on a lot, but was on 
the sidewalk.

FIRE DERMS COTTON 
WAREHOUSE AND 2,000 
f 
BALES: LOSS S i 


Building Erected in 1870 by Guy M. Bryan, Jr., 
is Consumed With Its Contents in Fire That 
Burned With Great Ferocity. 


Fire destroyed the brick cotton warehouse and approxim ate­ 
ly 2,000 bales of cotton Friday morning of last week. 
The loss is estimated at between $280,000 and $800,000, 
which is practically covered by insurance. 
At tne same time the warehouse was burning the cotton 
samples in the oiiice 01 Jeff Forrer, cotton buyer, located in the 
com m erce building caught on lire and only prom pt work prevent­ 
ed another disastrous fire in the Commerce block. 
The origin of the warehouse fire is unknown, ii. F. Stasney, 
weigher in charge of the warehouse, states th at he was iii the 
warehouse about live minutes before the fire broke out aud that, 
so far as he knows, no one was in the warehouse, nor had been 
in there this morning. 
, 
He says: "I went into the warehouse to get a bale of cotton 
and had come out on the platform, and had been out of the build­ 
ing not over fi\e m inutes when one of the men working on the 
platform asked me if that was not smoke coming from the w are­ 
house. 
I looked and saw a small stream 
of 
smoke 
coming 
from the south west corner of the building. I ran and turned iii 
an alarm at once, and then ran to the warehouse to close the 
doors. I was not five minutes doing this, at the most. 
When I 
reached the warehouse the fire had spread all over the building and 
it was so hot that I could scarcely stand it to close the doors. 
‘By that time the fire departm ent had arrived and com­ 
menced to play w ater on the U t e, but no am ount of w ater would 
have put that fire out.” 
It was soon evident th at it would be impossible to save the 
warehouse and its contents and the fire departm ent directed its
